torn arid his back severely bruised by 
flying debris and his head cut 
Patients at the Ingieside hospital 
who were ahle to gave up their rooms 
so the injured could he eared for.

A curious w ay in w hich a fire in tlie 
heart o f a coal pile keeps itse lf frotu 
being pul out is noted in a m ining 
journal. 
Such fires often start in the 
interior of large piles of coal ow in g 
to heat developed by slow oxidation, 
w hich is prevented by the size of tin* 
pile fj'om escap ing into the air. 
Such 
flres are difficult to put out ow in g to 
the fact that the burning m ass turns 
ih e coal around it into coke, w hich is 
nearly im pervious to w ater.

never really reaches. 
The only way 
to deal with the situation is to drive 
Into tlie pile a sharpened Iron pip<\ 
long enough t<> reach the burning coal, 
and then to couple a hose to the upper 
em l and turn on the w ater.

“Garble.' 
“garbled.'* “ garbier,” are

At one time there was an 
officer, termed "the garbler of spices.” 
whose duty it was to visit the shops 
and examine the spices, ordering the 
destruction of all impure goods.

ment, who forbids the sale of decayed 
vegetables or tainted meat. The word 
comes from a root meaning "to sift.
